Touching Tributes to Menmj of 
the Distinguished Soldier- 
Poet 

• 't 

A memorial 'service In memory of 
the late Lt-Col. McCrae, former pro- 
fessor in the Medical Faculty of .Mc- 
Gill University, who died in the Mili- 
tary Hospital at Boulogne on Jan. 2(, 
was held in the Uuyal 'Victoria Col- 
lege yesterday morning, A goodly num- 
ber were in attendance to pay their 
last respect to one who has for long 
held a place of high esteem in the 
public eye, and especially in tne 
sight ot those connected with McGill, 
with which the dead aoldler-poet was 
80 Intimately associated. 
\ Professor MacNaughton, in deliver- 
ing the' address ot the occasion, 
tuuchlngly referred to * the late pro- 
fessor and soldier as one who had at- 
tained a position of eminence, and 
who had shed a lustre upon McGill. 
The name of John McCrae had come 
to be a household word wherever 
Kngllsh was spoken, and if for no 
other reason than that he was the 
author of "In Flanders' Fields." 

Professor MacNaughton briefly out- 
hned the career of the dead poet. A 
Presbyterian — true blue — of good 
llritish stock, which had done much 
for the Empire. One who had never 
lost the faith of his childhood. In 
referring to his career the speaker 
rcrouked upon the activity which al- 
ways characterized the man, a mind 
which was so completely absorbed 
that it had no time for abstract 
speculation. 

Lt.-Col. McCrae was not the only 
member of his family who 'had liat- 
L-ned to tho call of the ISmpIre, and 
had donned the uniform. His lather. 
Col. David McCrae, a Highland Scot, 
iD.ised a battery, and took it to Eng- 
!:^nd, but was himself too old to ac- 
rompany it to the^ front. We sharp 
his pride In his son. "Gain is not 
Iho master passion to warm the 
heart, but glory." The speaker then 
touched upon Lt.'-Col. McCrae'.s car- 
eer at the University of Toronto, and 
'of the hard work which everywhere 
characterized tilm. In the South At- 
rican "War he ' secured his first mili- 
tary experience, and proved himself 
aa efficient and gallant - soldier, ris- 
ing rapidly to the rank of Major. He 
came home a better Canadian and iln 
Imperialist, with a deep instlnctivo 
loyalty to the home of our ideals. 

Coming -tq McGill in 1902 he was 
ono of the best professors in the 
University, and carried on his pro- 
fession as "a physician. He touched 
nothing that he did not adorn, and 
was fond of nil thing;» worth while. 

Responding to tho cn)l to arms In 
connection with the present war, Lt.- 
Col. McCrae Was attached to General 
Morrison's Artillery Brigade. He took 
part In the famous battle of Ypres. 
in which Guy Drummond fell. The 
'gunners pushed up into a very ex- 
posed position to fill a eap and ac- 
complished some excellent, work. In 
the seventeen days prior to receiv- 
ing relief they lost about half of their 
number. "That is t^ie sort of - man," 
eald the speaker, "that the late John 
McCrae was." After that he was re- 
moved to a place of greater safety, 
(.nÂ given work in , connection with 
the Canadian Army Medical Corps, 
in which branch of the service ho 
did Invaluable work. And In conclu- 
sion, referring to his untimely death 
while connected with this particular 
Important duty, the spef>l-:er fervent- 
ly stated that the late professor and 
soldier was "Just as much in the. ser- 
vice of his country as If he had fallen 
at 'Vtmy Bidge or at Passchendaele." 

Acting Dean Blackader, of the Fac- 
ulty of Medicine, then In a few words 
referred to the gréât loss , which Mo- 
OIU .had sustained in losing the late 
Dr. McCrae. .He remarked upon the 
valuable addition, which through his 
research the, deceased had made to 
the varipus . medical collections. He 
was a frequent cdntributor to ■ the 
University Magazine, and was loved 
and trusted by; - his . students. ^ "He 
possessed a ciieerful' optimism, and 
was a man 'whose ' memory 'will be 
cherished by all of us." The impresaive 
service was brought to a close with 
the singing of God Save the King. 

Principal Peterson was present upon 
the platform, aa were also Principal 
Kexford, of the Diocesan; Principal 
Fraser ,of tho Congregational Col- 
lege, Dr, Symonds (i.id others.

Do we LIVE at college, or are we disassociated with everything 
that smucksi of real life while attending the University T Some 0** 
us who, before entering upon our college career, were compelled to 
live our own lives away from the protection of the parental roof 
may surely be pardoned for presuming to raise this question, 

A number of students are living in their own homes, under pa- 
ternal supervision and guidance. But in a University diploma to 
sever these relations and isolate them from the influence of home 
• tiesî It seems to us that the mere adventure of physical separation 
from kith and kin is not the beginning of that much-heralded life. 

Other studeiits, and these are numbered by the hundred, arc 
already actually engaged in a severe struggle for existence. If the 
ability to earn a competence marks the beginning of life, then many 
of us have lived long — others will never begin. 

Or is the presence of instructors to bar us from really living? 
When we leave college we shall still be compelled to live in har- 
mony with the principles of laAV and order. Larger fields and broad- 
er realms may open themselves before us, but the principle of con- 
formity with the existing order will govern there as in college. 

Life, in its uroadest .scn.sc, begins with a realization of one's re- 
sponsibilities. The sooner an individual reaches .this iljtage, the 
better for him. The exact time will depend upon choice and en- 
vironment. Preach incessantly that the college man and woman 
must "so^ enter life" and they will continue an irresponsible hap- 
hazard éxistence until rudely awakened by obdurate necessity. On 
the other hand, tell them that they already are living, that their 
steps are no longer guided by a mother's hand, that what they do 
they themselves suffer or benefit from, and they will awaken to a 
keener -realization of their opportunities; they will shoulder the re- 
Bpon.sibilities that even college life holds, but they will have that 
self-confidence, that clarified judgment, and that sincerity of pur- 
pose which only a full appreciation of one's surroundings can give.

JOHN MOBLEY. 



We are taking the liberty of pub- 
lishing in toto, a review of John Vis- 
count Morley'a "Recollections," writ- 
ten by Professor Laakl, late profes- 
sor .In the Department of History at 
McQlll, atid now lecturing at Harvard, 
and published in the- January 5th num- 
ber of the "New Republic." 

"The nineteenth century is remark- 
able for the many distinguished men 
of letters who rose to political emin- 
ence. Stahl is hardly less famous aa 
a Jurist than as the translator of his 
theories Into the practical terms of 
administration. Gulzot Invented scien- 
tific history for France, even while 
he sought to deprive her of her lib- 
erties. If do Tocquevllle's political 
career waa a failure, It haa left us 
three . volumes of superb Inclslveness. 
Disraeli is an outstanding examplé of 
the combination of 'political power 
with literary ability; and no one who 
desires to understand his time dare 
'loave unread his sparkling comment 
upon Us problems. It is to a group 
of men not leas distinguished than 
tills that Lord Morley belongs. It 
has been his good fortune, hardly, 
perhaps, less than our own, to en- 
rlcli both the pr.ictice and the litera- 
ture of liberalism. As a political 
critic, he Is one of the few writers in 
England in the nineteenth centur}' 
who can challenge comparison with 
the great,. French masters. Aa a 
statesman, he stands as the embodi- 
ment of generous practice alike In 
Ireland anh. In, India. His book comes 
as an event hardly less' In t|ie polltl 
cal field than in the world of letters. 
We have reached a moment In his 
tory where we must take stock of 
fundamental conceptions. We need, 
and badly need, the cumulative wis 
dom of all who have thought at all 
deeply about high affairs of state. To 
have tho thoughts of one who haa 
brought to such consideration the ma 
turlty that comes from constant kin 
ship with the great minds of all ages 
la an occasion almost as much tor 
silent gratitude as for criticism. There 
are many of us, not less in America 
than In England, to whom lord Mor- 
ley has been In a real sense the mas- 
ter. He has become for our genera- 
tion what John Stuart Mill was to his 
own time. We have looked to him 
for the defense of great llbeml, prin- 
ciples, for the elaboration of the philo- 
sophy by which they are Informed.' He 
has given us sonorous sentences that 
come to bring comfort at times of cri- 
sis and despair. He has afforded 
stimulus by a vivid example of pri- 
vate generosity and public honor. In 
a culling where nothing Is easier than 
to test affairs by the dangerous 
touchstone of expediency, he has held 
ou high the lamp of great principles. 
It is i(?B8fik and a moving record. 

Thè booic^ essentially a simple 
one.'^ There is absent from it the per- 
sonal, eager fling of deflnlteness that 
made de^ ^bcquev.lile's Memoirs the 
pleasantest' of arm-chair comforts. It 
has about it much 'of the austerity' of 
his own nature^the temper of' a man 
who drew the' warmth he had from the 
stately flames of Comte and Mill. It 
has nothing of the almost dazzling 
ejjlendor that made of Meredith, to 
whom he gives some shining pages, 
a comet across the sky. The intim- 
ate things that we would know of ev- 
ery man who has lived greatly are 
absent The easy play ot dally life is

The Bible Study groups of the Mc- 
Gill Y. M. had their weekly bean- 
feast and classes at the Hall last 
night. The turn-out for supper was 
not quite ' as large as usual, but a 
number came in afterwards in time 
for the classes. "Art" Walsh, was In 
the chair, and spoke briefly on the 
subject of getting recruits for the 
classes. All the groups met under 
thoir regular leaders, except the Sen- 
iors, whose teacher, Mr. John Brad- 
ford, was regrettably kept away by 
Illness, However, he sent a substi- 
tute In the person of Mr. Matthews, 
of tho North Branch Y.M.C.A., un- 
til recently Superintendent ot the 
Boys' Farm at Shawbrldge, who de- 
scribed in a very Interesting manner 
the splendid work Iwing done by tttat 
Institution, For the benefit of those 
who are not acquainted with the 
valuable work being done at Shaw- 
brldge, we append some of th* facts 
given by Mr, Matthews, 

Before 1908 the only place in this 
province to which non-Cathollc de- 
linquent boys could be sent waa to a 
Reformatory at Sherbrooke, This 
formed a part of ttie prison there, 
and the conditions were simply abom- 
inable. Things became so bad that 
the Provincial Government appealed 
to the authorities in charge ot thé 
Montreal Boys' Home to help them 
find . a solution. As, a result, the 
Boys' Farm at Shawbrldge wias es- 
tablished. From the beginning of its 
CHtabllshment this farm and training 
school has been a decided success. 
To-day we find there a large proper- 
ty, with a series of cottages, work- 
shops, admiillstratlon building and 
farm buildings all situated in a most 
charming part of the valley of the 
North River, in the edge of the Lau- 
rentians, about forty miles north of 
Montreal. % Here are found usually 
about 130 boys, whose ages average 
between 12 and 13 yeairs, grouped in 
communities of about 30 members, 
each unit being praqtlcally self-gov- 
erning. There are no guards, nor 
walls, nor even a pair ot handcuffs 
to bo found about the place, simply 
because there Is no heed for them. 

The boys found there are those sent 
by Judge Choquet, ot the Juvenile 
Court, for a variety of offences, most- 
ly ot a minor nature, but some cf 
them seiious. The majority of boyis 
arc quite normal, less tnan 33 per 
cent, belonglns to what is known as 
the "feeble-minded" type. Defective 
and often vicious home life ts respon- 
sible for almost every case. 1>5 per 
cent. lack either father or mother, or 
both parents, at the time they are 
sent to thb Farm, Next to Improper 
home conditions, the lack of a com- 
pulsory school law in the Province of 
Quebec Is' the chief factor in the 
turning out of^ a criminal population. 
Among almost all the boys before the 
Juvenile Court the illiteracy is posi- 
tively shocking. )' 

One of the most prominent tea- 
turea at Shawbrldge Is the home at- 
mosi^here. Each cottage has a. man 
and/his wife in charge. The smaller 
boys spend a great deal of their time 
in school, while the older ones put 
In half-time at their studies and tho 
rest of their time in farming or other 
vocational training. Among their 
other activities the boys have a tailor 
shop, In' which they make ail their 
own clothing, a cobbler shop. In 
.which they repair their shoes, and 
gardens, which supply them with all 
the- vegetables they can use. They 
have had "daylight saving" for, the 
last 7 years, and would not go back 
to the old system .now. 

A system of' military drill teackes 
them discipline, and, coupled wlthvihe 
farm work, improves their physique 
wonderfully. They are taught sing- 
ing, to which they take with eager- 
ness, and cWlth most gratifying re- 
sults. / 

So far 136. boys have graduated out 
of the institution. Of these 87 per 
cent, are leading absolutely normal, 
successful lives, and few of the rest 
have actually gone back to the old 
life, but simply don't quite come up 
to the standard set by the heads of 
tho farm. A number of them go out 
on farms and there "make good." 

87 of these graduates have gone 
overseas, of whom 15 have been killed 
on the field of honour, 8 have won 
medals and 2 have received commis- 
sions. Of the ôther graduates prac- 
tically all have tried- to enlist, but 
most of them have been too young, 
and a few were medically^ unfit for

who has found life to the end a well 
of rich interest. It Is the revelation 
of life In Its two deepest Interests that 
Lord Morley offers — what he has 
known ot literature and of politics, 
it is the portrait of' the world as It 
dawned upon the vision of one who 
gave his days to thought; and curi- 
osity Is stilled at the deliberate re- 
servation. It Is, perhaps, a book that 
a thinker of our own generation would 
hardly write. The perspective now is 
shifted; and the questions to which 
oiir age will be summoned to make 
answer demand new logic and new 
terms. Tet, as Malo\ict said to Na- 
poleon, principles are not subject to 
the law ,ot change; and by some, at 
least, of the stars Lord Morley has 
hitched his chariot to we shall seel: 
to shape our courses. 

He -has beeit a liberal of Mill's 
school. The creed by which his ac- 
tion has been formed is, above all, 
insistence that it is to the test of 
reason we must bring our problems. 
There la stern distrust of that ele- 
ment of passion to which Disraeli 
would have reduced political con- 
flicts. It is to liberty above all that 
he has been steadfast — alike In 
state and church. It has perhaps been 
In some sort the negative liberalism 
of Mill's great essay, a liberalism 
that, at moments, has failed con- 
spicuously to see the truth of Acton's 
great dictum that political power is 
the handmaid of economic power. 
Bom In the age when the foe was 
the political privilege of church and 
aristocracy. If has too slowly reshap- 
ed Itself to fit the social questions 
that confront us. It has been over- 
timid of positive Intervention, even 
if, in the patient Irony of historic 
processes, its distrust of the state has 
found a Justification it did not know. 
But, events apart, its insistence that 
the secret of political good Is to be 
found in the welfare of the human 
mind, has still a lesrçn'}^for our day. 
It has great achievements to Its 
credit. It gave to the English work- 
ers a political Justice which if in- 
complete and tardy was fought for 
8toutly,'and with relentless' patience. 
Lord Morley; can honestly claim that 
In the period of bis governance Ire- 
land waa never coerced, and the most 
strildng effort In British history made 
to do her Justice. His diaries are a 
text-book for every statesman who 
would cull at first hand the secret of 
administration. It is clear enough 
from every page he writes that the 
contact of liberalism with the world 
of officials is by very definition the 
claah of mighty opposites. It Is clear, 
again, that ^c terms of political con- 
troversy demand, at each stage of 
the event, the readjustment of the 
Ideal. The discovery' of man's hu- 
manity mokes aohieyemènt of the 
best Impossible; "and:' it is' with mile- 
stones on an endleas road that we can 
alone be concerned: Of Ix>rd Morley's 
Irish administration It can with full 
certainty be said that it was at every 
atage generoua and conalatent and 
sincere.
